Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1952. 

Of  infectious  diseases,  measles  was  the  commonest.  In  all,  135  cases 
were  notified,  mainly  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  One  case  of  acute 
poliomyelitis  occurred.  An  epidemic  of  infective  hepatitis  (epidemic 
jaundice)  occurred  in  Sherburn.  Cases  appeared  to  be  mainly  among 
the  school  children,  although  adults  were  also  involved,  including  one 
teacher  and  several  parents  of  infected  children.  The  first  case  occurred 
in  June  and  the  epidemic  continued  throughout  the  summer  and  autumn. 
Fresh  cases  were  still  occurring  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Lhrtil  then 
30  children  and  one  teacher  out  of  a  total  of  90  children  and  three 
teachers  had  had  the  disease. 

Tables  have  been  inserted  giving  details  of  the  children  protected 
against  diphtheria.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  approximately  74% 
of  the  child  population  are  protected  against  this  disease. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  for 
their  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  year.

IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

Nursing. 

A  domiciliary  nursing  and  midwifery  service  is  available  throughout 
the  district,  as  part  of  the  County  Council’s  scheme  under  the  National 
Health  Service  Act. 

District  Nurse  Midwives  are  stationed  at  Norton,  Sherburn, 
Scagglethorpe,  Wetwang  and  Birdsall. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  samples  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  situated  at  Northallerton  and  Hull. 

Routine  samples  of  water  are  sent  to  the  Laboratory  at  Hull  for 
examination. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Ambulances  based  at  Scarborough,  Filey  and  Malton  are  available 
and  a  car  for  sitting  cases  is  sited  at  Weaverthorpe. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  each  month  at  Sherburn  and 

Rillington. 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  is  held  monthly  in  Norton. 

Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease  are  held  each  week  at 
York  and  Scarborough. 

Hospitals. 

General  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to  hospitals  at 
Malton,  Driffield,  Scarborough  and  York. 

Maternity  cases  to  the  Westow  Croft  Nursing  Home,  Westow.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT— JULY,  1953. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Norton  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  provision  of  new  houses  still  forms  a  major  part  of  the  work  of 
a  Local  Authority  and  the  problem  of  unfit  houses  is  still  awaiting  a 
solution.  As  mentioned  in  my  report  of  last  year  very  little  work  is 
being  carried  out  by  private  owners  on  repair  or  reconditioning,  no 
licences  are  applied  for  and  the  use  of  the  provision  of  Section  20  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1949  (Improvement  Grants)  does  not  appear  to  be  at  all 
popular.  It  may  be,  that  in  the  near  future  the  Minister  will  issue 
directions  or  the  Government  will  introduce  new  legislation  and  provide 
incentives  to  make  the  reconditioning  of  older  property  more  attractive 
or  even  compulsory.  I  am  very  pleased  that  you,  Mr.  Chairman, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  are  taking  steps  to  clear  some  of  the  small  areas 
of  condemned  properties  and  to  re-develop  the  sites.  This  may  be  a  slow 
and  difficult  task,  but  when  accomplished  will  reflect  much  credit  upon 
you  and  prove  that  Rural  Local  Government  is  progressive  and  ready 
to  tackle  the  housing  problem  quite  as  efficiently  as  the  larger  and  more 
wealthy  types  of  Local  Authority. 

The  provision  of  sewerage  schemes  and  disposal  plants  is  our  other 
major  problem  and  it  seems  that  we  are  at  last  to  be  allowed  to  make 
progress.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  we  were  informed  that  approval 
would  be  given  to  the  Rillington  scheme  and  this  will  relieve  us  of  what 
has  been  an  undoubted  nuisance  and  worry  for  some  years.  Some  of 
our  smaller  schemes  provided  for  Housing  Estates  do  not  include 
provision  for  dealing  with  sludge  and  this  still  presents  a  major  main¬ 
tenance  problem  ;  wet  sludge  is  not  acceptable  to  the  farmers  and  it  is 
most  difficult  to  dispose  of. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  the  pleasant  relationship  in  the 
sphere  of  public  health  work  has  been  maintained  ;  the  loyalty  and 
efficiency  of  both  office  staff  and  workmen  has  been  much  appreciated. 
To  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  his  staff  I  am  indebted  for  their  advice 
and  co-operation,  to  you  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  for  your  continued 
interest  and  support.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Routine  treatment  of  open  ditches  has  been  carried  out  as  usual 
during  cleansing  operations.  The  refuse  tips  are  remarkably  free  of 
rats  ;  no  doubt  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  no  organic  matter  is  deposited. 

Eleven  complaints  were  dealt  with  from  private  houses,  farm  houses, 
factories  and  hunt  kennels.  Two  were  major  infestations,  one  was 
successfully  cleared  although  difficult  circumstances  existed,  the  second 
one  was  being  dealt  with  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Sewers  in  Westow  are 
test  baited  but  no  infestation  has  as  yet  been  detected.  It  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  the  majority  of  farmers  have  entered  into  contracts  with  the 
County  Agricultural  Committee  and  that  the  Pests  Officer  now 
co-operates  fully  with  us  and  notifies  us  of  all  action  which  he  takes. 

Shops  Act,  1934. 

Fourteen  premises  were  inspected.  No  contraventions  were  noted. 

Camping  Sites. 

No  sites  are  licensed  as  such  and  only  four  movable  dwellings  are 
licensed,  these  being  used  as  permanent  dwellings. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  three  Knacker’s  Yards  within  the  district  ;  fat  melting  is 
carried  on  at  two  of  these  and  the  preparation  of  hound  food  at  the 
third  and  it  is  here  that  regular  treatment  has  to  be  exercised  against 
rats. 
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Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  no  slaughter  houses  in  use  within  the  District.  A  large 
number  of  pigs  are  slaughtered  annually  for  private  use,  but  no  notifica¬ 
tion  of  this  is  made  to  the  Department  and  therefore  no  details  can  be 
given.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  cases  of  bug  infestation  have  been  discovered.

No  further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  much  needed  improvement 
of  sanitary  conveniences  and  washing  facilities.

Forty-five  vists  have  been  made  under  the  Factories  Act.  In  no 
case  was  it  necessary  to  take  action  for  contraventions.

In  addition  to  the  above  the  demolition  of  six  houses  included  in 
Clearance  Orders  made  before  the  war  was  secured.  There  are  still 
upwards  of  one  hundred  such  dwellings  occupied  and  in  most  cases  they 
occupy  central  positions  in  the  villages,  detracting  from  the  amenities 
to  a  great  extent.  The  Council  are  now  considering  some  of  these  for 
re-development  ;  this  will  tend  to  reduce  the  demand  on  agricultural 
land  for  new  buildings,  will  keep  the  villages  compact  and  will  improve 
the  appearance  generally  and  will  of  course  reduce  the  need  for  long 
extensions  to  public  services  such  as  water  supply,  electricity,  sewerage 
and  roadways.

Water  Samples. 

Thirty-six  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  Bacteriological 
examination.  Six  were  of  raw  water,  one  was  satisfactory  and  five 
unsatisfactory.  Twenty-nine  were  of  treated  water,  twenty-two  being 
satisfactory  and  seven  being  unsatisfactory.  One  sample  was  broken 
in  transit  to  the  laboratory.  Of  the  raw  waters,  three  were  from 
private  wells  and  three  from  one  public  supply  which  was  eventually 
corrected.  Of  the  treated  waters,  the  seven  unsatisfactory  samples 
were  from  one  Regional  Supply  and  it  was  found  that  the  chlorinator 
had  been  temporarily  out  of  order. 

Public  Cleansing. 

1.  Refuse  Collection. 

The  monthly  collection  of  unburnable  refuse  has  continued  to 
function  satisfactorily. 

2.  Septic  Tanks,  Cesspools  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

In  order  to  cope  with  the  vast  amount  of  work  entailed  in  cleansing 
septic  tanks  and  cesspools,  it  was  necessary  to  purchase  an  additional 
pump.  A  force  and  lift  diaphragm  pump  was  acquired  and  this  has  proved 
to  be  an  excellent  machine  and  of  great  benefit.  The  Sherburn  Housing 
Estate  sewage  works  came  into  operation  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  will 
be  difficult  to  maintain  until  the  flow  of  sewage  is  increased.  Some 
trouble  is  being  experienced  at  Westow,  but  experiments  are  now  being 
carried  out  by  which  it  is  hoped  to  obtain  a  satisfactory  effluent.  The 
position  at  Willerby  has  become  much  worse  and  bi-weekly  pumping  is  now 
necessary,  the  provision  of  the  proposed  sewage  works  is  of  vital  urgency. 
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3.  Open  Ditches. 

This  work  proceeds  regularly  throughout  the  year  but  owing  to 
other  work  such  as  sewage  works  maintenance,  septic  tank  cleansing, 
hedging  and  vacant  building  site  mowing,  has  a  tendency  to  get  into 
arrears,  especially  during  the  summer  months. 
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
